REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 





Another school year has been completed and in accordance 
with the usual custom, your Committee beg leave to submit 
the following report for your perusal and consideration. 

The amount accomplished and the results attained have 
been reasonably Satisfactory and it is evident to the interest- 
ed observer that the standard of our schools is being surely 
raised. This is what each member of the School Board who 
has a right conception of his or her duty, and every teacher 
who is worthy of the position she occupies, will earnestly la- 
bor for and seek to bring about. 

The whole number of pupils in attendance for the year just 
closed is 301. 

The work has been largely a continuation of last! year’s and 
in general, has Leen conducted along much the same lines. 

Abrupt or revolutionary changes are not wise or to be de- 
desired in the conduct of our schools, but a readiness to adopt 
newer and better methods in a judicious way, and thus keep 
abreast with the times, are indications of an enterprising 
school board and a successful teacher. 

All of the schemes for the improvement of our common 
school system are not progressive. Many of them are the 
work of theorists, unacquainted with the conditions which ob- 
tain in the ungraded schools of our back districts. It is the 
faculty of iudging between and separating the practical and 
useful from the theoretical and visionary, adopting the form- 
er and rejecting the latter, which marks the intelligent super- 
visor and successful teacher. 

The course of study introduced by a former board some 
years ago, 1s being followed as closely as the variety of condi- 
tions in the ungraded schools will permit. Your Committee 
have not deemed it wise in all cases to pursue it as an inflexi- 
ble rule, but have modified it sufficiently to admit exercises of 
a more general character and occasional recitations from te xt 
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books designed to give the pupil a larger stock of general in- 
formation. In the main, however, it has proved itself practi- 
cal and well adapted to our use. 


We refer to the present list of teachers with pardonable 
pride. As a whole, they are intelligent, competent, enterpris- 
ing and ambitious, and have shown a commendable spirit of 
progress by availing themselves of the helps afforded by the 
press and other sources. In accordance with the suggestion 
made in our report last year, and also, we trust, their own 
judgment, nearly, or quite all of them, have become subscrib- 
ers to and readers of one or more educational publication. 
Quite a good number have also taken the necessary steps to 
become members of the “Teachers Reading Circle,” which 
has recently been organized in this state, which action is 
heartily endorsed by the school board. The successful teach- 
ers of today are those who use all available means for acquir- 
ing the knowledge and mental training that fits them for their 
work. 


Several changes have been made in the text-books during | 
the year. Wentworth’s arithmetic, which was not well adapt- 
ed to the average pupil, being displaced by Milne’s, in all re- 
spects an up-to-date book. 


Montgomery's history was also found to be more or less in- 
accurate in its statements and unattractive to the younger 
pupils. Barnes’ history has been introduced in its place and 
both changes have proved pleasing to the teachers. The list 
of supplementary reading books has been enlarged in the 
variety of subjects as well as number of books. The school 
buildings and grounds will compare favorably with one year 
ago. Minor repairs have been made onallof them. The 
jargest of all single expenditure was at the school house on 
Pembroke Hill, in the enlargement of the lot and the con- 
structionof a 13x18 annex, which adds greatly to the appear- 
ance of the building and the comfort and convenience of the 
teacher and pupils. 
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The appropriations voted at the last school meeting, while 
all that the board asked for, were very limited, but we have 
been able to contiuue the schools thirty-three weeks, and to 
meet some unanticipated expenses, including the deepening of 
the well at Suncook, to secure a lasting supply of water, and 
the building of a new chimney at Buckstreet, and the treas- 
urer’s report shows quite a balance on hand. Your committee 
however, recommends that the appropriations for the coming 
year be more liberal. The annual school meeting will occur 
Saturday, March 16, at the Town hall, at two o’clock p. m. 

In closing we would call the attention of those parents, 
who, for trifling excuses, petty grievances or careless indiffer- 
ence, are allowing their children to remain away from school, 
to the inexcusable folly of such action, and also the law pro- 
vided for compulsory attendance. Our school board experi- 
ence reveals the fact that, while there are a few of the class 
just mentioned, a large proportion of the citizens of Pembroke 
are in close sympathy with the: common schools and keenly 
alive to their interests. 

The school board returns thanks for courteous treatment, 
and helpful co-operation.
